All the prizes this year carry 
an award of 681.000 kronor (about 
$160,000).

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“Doomsday Economics’ Dealt Blow by UN Resources Study 


By Peter Grose 


UNITED NATIONS, ΝΥ, Oct. 
14 (NYT).—The once-fashionable 
“doomsday economics.” warn- 
ing that the pianet could not sus- 
tain advancing economic growth, 
was deait a strong setback yes- 
terday with the publication of a 
detailed blueprint to help world 
governments marrow the aan be- 
tween rich and poor nations by 
the year 2000. 

After three years of analysis, 
an international team of econ- 
omists headed by a Nobel Prize- 
winner, Wasslly Leontief, amassed 
ἃ huge body of data to argue 
that world resources will be suf- 
ficient to support a growing 
population and higher living 
standards without mevitable en- 
vironmental damage. 

The limits to growth are not 
physical, according to their re- 
port, but rather political and in- 
stitutionaZ in the developing 
countries. At the same time, 
the study gave strong support 


to the demands of the Third 
World for a “new economic 
order"—a reform of relations be- 
tween developed and develop- 
ing countries to encourage eco- 
nomic growth. 

“Yo ensure accelerated deveiop- 
ment, two gencral conditions are 
Necessary: first, far-reaching in- 
ternal changes of @ social, politi- 
cal and institutional character in 
the developing countries. ard 
second, sigrificant changes in the 
world economic order,” the re- 
port stated. 

Closing the Gap 

“Accelerated development lead- 
ing to 2 substantial reduction of 
the income gap between the 
developing and developed coun- 
tries can onig be achieved br a 
combination of both these con- 
ditions. Clearly. each of them 
taken separately is insufficient, 
but when developed hand in 
band, they will be able to produce 
the desired outeome.” 

The report, entitled “The 


Future of the World Economy,” 
is being issued by the UN De- 
Portment of Economic and Social 
Affairs. The mass of computeriz- 
ed data contributing te the study 
is to be retained and constantly 
updated to assist member gov- 
ernments in their own economic 
planning over the next two de- 
cades. 

“Our aim is to introduce real- 
ism iato economic develonment 
plans.” Br. Leontlef, a profes 
sor of economics at New York 
University, explained in announc- 
ing publication of the study.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (NYT). 
—Gen. Alexander Haig jr. su- 
preme allied commander in Ev- 
Tope, said yesterday that there 
wers serious readiness deficiencies 
within the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, including what he 
described as “a garrison mental- 
ity” amoag the troops. 

The shortcomings, he said, are 
“exacerbated” by trends toward 
“a diminished cushion of warn- 
ing time” of an impending attack 
by the Warsaw Pact forces. 


In a speech before the annual 
meeting of the Army Associa- 
tion, Gen. Βαϊ said, however, 
that the NATO commend was 
taking steps to improve the 
readiness of the conventional 
forces, and he cautioned against 
any hasty change in strategic 
doctrine. 

‘The Haig speech was an obil- 
quely phrased response to critics 
who argue that the NATO forces 
are unprepared for a blitzkrieg 
ang that the alliance should shift 
its strategic emphasis ta prepar- 
ing for a short, intensive war in 
Europe.

Southern Universities Surging ᾿ 


To Close Gap With Rest of U.S..

ATLANTA, Oct, 14 iNYT).— 
Fifteen years ago, a blue-ribbon 
commission of Southern educators 
and public leaders compared the 
ecolieges and universities of their 
region with those elsewhere in 
the country and concluded that 
“the hour ἐξ late, the gap to be 
overcome is substantial” 

Today. after a thorough, costly 
corrective effort, the South ap- 
pears to have made notable 
Progress in closing that gap. 

Newiy available statistics and 
studies show that overall expen- 
ditures for higher education in 
the majority of Southern states 
are now above national levels. 
Professors’ salaries have become 
competitive. A number of institu- 
tions and graduate departments 
have achieved national rankings 
sufficient to slow the debilitating 
Northward “brain drain” of top 
Southern high school graduates. 

At a time when the South ts 
experiencing an era af anprece- 
dented growth, Dixie schools in- 
creasingly are being looked upon: 
as idea centers. 

Vicious Circle 

‘The region seems at iast to 
have cracked the vicious circle 
of dispiriting poverty, unyielding 
prejudice and meddlesome politics 
that for decades, according to 
the 1961 commission, left its 
schools woefully short of money 
and of excellence except on the 
football field. 

There is still no. Harvard be- 
low the Mason-Dixon line. But 
when Southerners talk these days 
about Duke or the University of 
Texas, many speak more about 
new libraries and study programs 
than about new stadiums and 
quarterbacks. 


The Southern Regional Educa- 


tion Board, the Atlanta-based 
interstate education compact that 
originally set up the 1961 study 
commission, has just completed 
several analyses of higher educa~ 
tion in the South They portray 


@ picture of solid educational. 


progress not only in expenditures 
and salaries but also in degree 
production and general atten- 
dance, 

The board cautions against 
complacency—there are atill 
many marginal institutions—and 
one .board study urges renewed 
efforts to complete the improve- 
ment task. But in the foreword 
to another analysis, Winfred 
Godwin, the board's president,

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Toward a Military ‘Solution’ 


In a more or less civil war, as in Lebanon, 
Millitary lines are seldom sharply drawn— 
strategies of attack and defense become 
largely matters of tactics, and the fighting 
is seldom of a kind that permits the jour- 
nalist or even the historian to draw clear 
maps to illustrate the action. In Lebanon. 
there are points of special importance in the 
‘Dpresent combat—the hills around Beirut and 
aiong the Beirut-Damascus highway; the 
port of Sidon, whence the Palestinian-ieftist 
forces draw most of their supplies. But in 
general it would seem that Syria is now seek- 
Ing what is essentially a military solution 
before Arab leaders convene Monday for 
political discussions of the complex Lebanese 
problem, 


The Syrians are exerting force in calcu- 
lated spurts. They would accept Palestinian 
withdrawal from strong points and recogni- 
tion of Syria's police role without further 
application of strength—but this 15 not a 
compromise, it is fundamentally a Syrian 
victory that is being sought. And implied 
in such a policy are all the strengths and 
weaknesses of military victory cath 


Whatever the sources—social. economic or 
religious—tnat precipitated the Lebanese 
civil war, the Palestinians now loom as the 
critical element in the fighting. Presumably, 
therefore, whatever accommodations can be 
reached between Moslems and Christians will 
require agreement on the status of the 
Palestinians. This, of course, inyolved the 
major diplomacy of the whole Middle East. 
What the Syrians (and the Christians) pres- 
ently want is 8 reduction of the Palestinians 


to an approximation of thelr old status as 
exiles given refuge, not a political element 
that threatens war with Israel and Moslem 
domination within Lebanon. Only then, pre- 
sumably, can the ultimate fate of the 
Palestinians be determined. 


That the Syrians should be seeking to 
bring this about seems 2 reversal of the 
earlier role they played. It is not 9 pop- 
ular move, so far as many of Syria’s Arab 
associates are concerned. But since it does 
tend to sharpen distinctions between radicals 
and moderates within the Arab camp, the 
latter are not disposed to close ranks with 
the former against the Damascus govern- 
ment. 

Nevertheless, whenever a military success 
is achieved by Syria it will not be—as the 
United Nations discovered after the Nazi and 
Japanese surrenders in 1945—a solution, 

Rather, a diplomatic Pandora’s box will 
be opened that only statesmantike action by 
all concerned can close again. What can be 
said for the present Syrian drive, however, 
15 that 17 it succeeds, there will be a Leb- 
anon again—a Lebanon wasted and embit- 
tered by years of war, but at least a na- 
tional entity mstead of a boiling stew of 
armed factions. And with that fact restored 
to the melange of hopes, fears and assorted 
emotions of the Middle East, the lorig-term 
problems can be approached.

Disunity in Canada

The surprising resignation Wednesday of 
Defense Minister James L Richardson not 
only gives point to Trudeau’s gloom but 
raises doubts about the ability of his Liberal 
government to survive. Richardson was the 
fourth Cabinet minister to quit in a month, 
the sixth this year. But most important 
are the facts that he comes from the west 
\Manitoba), where Liberal support is weak, 
and that he resigned because he opposes the 
Prime Minister's language policy and pro- 
posals to place French on an equal basis with 
English in ἃ new Canadian constitution.

Trudeau's longstanding objective of help- 
ing French speakers—a fourth of the popu- 
lation—feel at home anywhere in Canada by 
pushing bilingualism across the country has 
provoked bitter hostility, especially west of 
Ontario.

ing separatism in Quebec and thus for keep- 
ing Canada one nation.

Mr. Heath's endorsement of Mrs. Thatcher 
consisted of a single sentence in a speech 
heavy with foreboding about Britain’s eco- 
nomic outlook.

The former prime 
minister is understandably bitter about 


belng ousted as leader after two hairline 
election defeats in 1974; and he remains at 
odds with other prominent Tories on some 
aspects of economic policy.

As lf to underscore Mr Heath’s somber 
words, the pound fell to a record low on the

U.S. Scientists Identify a Royal 


By Boyce Rensberger 


YORK, Oct. 14 QUYT).— 
X-rays of the skulls of Egyp- 
tian mummies and analysis of 
their hair samples have led a 
team of scientists to find the long 
Jost mummy of King Tut's grand- 
mother, Queen Tiy, who lived 
more than 3,300 years ago. 


The discovery, announced yes- 
terday in Ann Arbor by Univer- 
sity of Michigan scientists, is the 
first of a royal mummy since 
King Tutankhamen was found in 
1922. 


Although the mummy had been 
known since 2 French archacol- 
ogist found it in 1898, it incked 
identification and was assumed 
to have been that of an un- 
important woman until a string 
of hunches and clues led to the 
positive identification. 

Queen ΤΡ (pronounced Tee) 
lived from 1397 to 1360 BC and, 
as the wife of pharaoh Amen- 
hotep ὙΠ, was a major figure 
in the 18th dynasty. 
According to hieroglyphic records 


of the day, she exchanged letters 
with a number of foreign rulers. 


Her son was Akenhaten, the first 


pharaoh to adopt monotheism by 
establishing worship of the rays 
of the sun as the state religion, 


The scientific team was headed 
by Dr. James Harris, a Univer- 
sity of Michigan researcher who 
bas been X-reying royal mum- 
mies in the Cairo museum for 10 
years to study the inheritance of 
various facial and dental features 
over many generations,

had never been identified and her 
place m the X-ray lineage was 
vacant, one of Dr. Harris's col- 
Jaborators, Dr. Edward Wente, an

Mummies, stripped of identifica- 
tion by ancient grave robbers, 
were found in 1898. The mum- 
mies were resealed in the tomb in 
er around 1900. 


On Dr. Wente's hunch and with 
the aid of Ibrahim Nawawy, head 
of the Egyptian museum's King 
Tut collection, the mummies were 
relocated and X-rayed. Also, a 

‘sample of the woman’s hair was 

taken for comparison with hair 
ta a locket found in Tutankha- 
men’s tomb, The inscription with 
the locket says the hair was 
trom Queen Tiy. 

‘Dr. Harris took the X-ray pic- 
tures back to Ann Arbor last 
‘summer and, using & computer 
that converts the contours of the 
skull into mathematical descrip- 
tions, compared them with the 
same data from all the other 
royal mummies.
